to. fortify it,-the only provision of 
the original treaty being that the 
canal should be open to the ships of 
»}all nations upon equal terms, ex- 
cepting that America could exclude 
the ships of war and commerce of 
»; any nation. with which it was at 
war, This treaty, Mr. Phelan said, 
was considered a piece of masterful 
diplomacy, inasmuch as England 
had conceded all ‘the essential ele- 
ments desired by the United States. 

Later he said, Congress had
